month of the present session at congress 
•except the 10 days during which the 
tariff bill has bean in the president1! 
h«nds,hnvo been fairly productive o: 
general legislation, and there u a ahor 
list of bills which have become lain ta 
add to the review of the session's work 
previously published through the .Asso- 
ciated Press. 


All of the appropriation bills have 


now become laws. The general de- 
ficiency and the sundry civil bills were 
both figned late in the session and th« 
latter measure embraces two importani 
pieces of legislation, the appropriation 
of $200,000 for a government exhibit at 
the cotton states exposition to be held a 
Atlanta, and the cession to each of the 
•lid land states, and the states which 
may be formed from the territories, o: 
1,000,000 acres each, of d**ert lands for 
reclamation; a plan which is intended to 
advance the movement for irrigation in 
the west and to partially take the plaoe 


"»f the scheme for irrigating by the gen- 
eral' government which has been fostaraj 
fcy the western members. 


Only a financial measure, which has 


teen enacted by the Fifty-third con- 
gress, except the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act, beoame 
alaw on the 18th. 
It was the bill in- 


troduced by Representative Cooper of 
Indiana to subject to state and munici- 
pal taxation national bank notes and 
United States treasury notes under the 
»ame provisions by which gold, silver 
and other money is taxed. It is left op- 
tional with the states, however, to tax 
those heretofore exempted forma 
ol 


money. 


Among the acts of the session relat- 


ing to military, none was more import- 
ant than the plan fathered by Repre- 
sentative Curtis of Jfew York, which 
recently became a law, regulating en- 
listments in the regular army upon 
new principles most important of which 
are that recruits in time of peace must 
be citizens ef the United States or have 
declared their intention to become citi- 
zens, must be able to read, write and 
speak the English language and be un- 
der 30 years of age. 


To promote the efficiency of the naval 


militia, a comparatively new branch of 
the voltuteer service, congress author- 
ized the temporary loan to any state 
making application for it, of «my vessel 
of the uuvy which was not fitted for 
ngnlar service. An act was passed oon- 
stroing the law relating to the retire- 
ment and pay of mates in the navy so 
the 28 warrant officers now serving as 
mates shall be eligible to the retired list 
and shall be salaried at $1,200 irhen at 
«e» and 5700 while on leave, or waiting 
orders. 


Two important laws relating to the 


lifesaviug service w»re enacted, one 
providing that the atatioui on the At- 
lantic and gulf coasts shall be manned 
from the 1st of August to the ist of 
Jon* following, and those on the lake* 
from opening until the close of naviga- 
tion, the other extending the benefits 
of the marine hospital to the crews of 
these stations. On suggestion of the 
wcretary of the treasury the quaran- 
tine laws were amended to except ves- 
sels plying between nearby ports of the 
United States and Canada and Mexico. 


The act of March 3, 188S, relating to 


lights oa fishing vessels was continued 
in force by special enactment so that 
it should not be repealed by the recent 
regulations to prevent collisions at sea, 
which in some respeote would have 
overruled it. 


A revenue cutter was provided for 


service in th« harbor at Sari Francisco, 
a fog signal was established atKewau- 
ne, Wis., and range lights, a* well as 
a lightship with fog signal, in Boston 
harbor. 


The city of Oakland, Cal., was made 


a subport of entry and an American 
register was provided for the steamers 
Otteri, Goldsworthy amd Ocaano, and 
ta» schooner barge Astoria. 


Th« towns of Manehester and Ver- 


ttou, in Goni«jticut, were annexed to 
the customs district ef Hartford, and 
the city of Hookville was made a port of 
delivery. The law relating to barratry 
o* the high seas was se amended as to 
make imprisonment for life or for a 
term of years the punishment ia oertaiji 
osee. 


The important acts emanating from 


«ae committee on judiciary were: One 
authorizing the compromise and settle- 
ment of the differences between the 
government and the state of Ayfc*n«m 
aid certain other statoi of bonds held 
by the government; an act for tin pro- 
tection of person* furnishing materials 
and labor for the construction of public 
works by allowing them to bring suit 
"gainst the contractors ill the name of 
tne government; an act permitting cer- 
tain classes of corporations to famish 
bonds for government official*; one fix- 
ing the time for holding federal court* 
m Nebraska; one changing the lines be- 
tween the judicial district* of North 
Carolina, arid an aot *m»ruling the 
ftmdiag act of Aricona. 


Ou the recommendation of the ways 


and means committee, the articles of 
foreign exhibitors at the Taooma inter- 
state fair were exempt from the1 
pay- 


ment of duties, and from the foreign, af- 
furs committee was reported an aot for 
we disposal of the accretion* of Vir- 
ginia indemnity fund in interest and 
premiums of the bonds in which it was 
invested to the original beaenoiari« of 
the fund. 


The contest between the interior de- 


partment and the railroads operating in 
Oklahoma, which has been •.stubborn 
«e, has finally been settled by the ea- 
jctment of a law compelling the roads 
to maintain depots and stations at all 
town cites on the lim* established By 
toe department. An ao» wan passed 
•Bending from four to nre yean the 
"nit of time within which Inal proof 
H*y be made by settlers who hare de- 
=l»red their intention of taUag up 
desert lands.

Two most important investigations 
lesired by the house committee on lubor 
nave been iinilioriKod.

FOREST FIRES IN MICHIGAN. 


Xcnrly th« Entire County of Alcona Built£ 


S\v«'|»t by the Jflamofi. 


HAHBISVILLK, 
Mich., 
Aug. 
27.— 


Heavy forest, fires are raging throughout 
Alcouu county, doing groat damage to 
lumber mills aud standing pine, destroy- 
ing crops of all kinds aud burning tlio 
homos of many settlers. The fires were 
started early lust week in the huckle- 
berry swoiups iu the interior by berry- 
picker's. Owing to the dry weather thoy 
spread rapid\yt aud soon gotbeyond con- 
trol. Campbell's mill, near West Har- 
risvillo, 100 cords of hemlock bark, 100,- 
000 foot of lumber, S,000 cedar tics and 
a large number of railroad fiarcurs tmve 
bean burned. Trains on. tho Detroit, 
Bay City rind Alpena road are deluyod 
many hours. 


r"rom Killmaster, in the interior of the 


county, the report comes that seven 
farmers lost their homes and stocks a. 
grain yesterday, and Edward- Kingston 
and his son, James, wero seriously 
burned while lighting tho flames. 
Other parts of fcho county are sending 
in reports of heavy damage to crops and 
Lumber. There has been no rain iu six 
weeks. Everything is dry as tinder, 
and a sti ft' wind would set tho whole 
country afiamo. 


Koiu- Turin Hounest Destroyed. 


LODINGTON, Mich., Aug. 27.—The sur- 


rounding country sends in extensive re- 
ports of heavy damage by forest (ires. 
Last night four farm houses were de- 
stroyed, the occupants barely escaping 
with their lives. A heavy sinoke that 
nearly turns day into night has hung 
over tho city for 24 hours.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 37.—A wind 


of death. No other name. can. describe 
the cyclone that swept across the Sea of 
Azov Saturday. It will be impossible 
for days yot to compute the damage 
done, but it is almost certain that at 
least 1,000 persons have perished, some 
by drowning, others by being crushed 
under falling houses and trees. The ex- 
•iteraent is great among the American 
colony in chis city, for it is feared that 
at least two parties of American tourists 
were on the Sea of Azov at the time the 
•wind did its deadly work. 


There is a stream of callers at the 


office of the American minister asking, 
almost begging for news from Odessai 
whence tho tourists were to have start- 
ed on the regulation sightseeing trip 
floross the Crimea, visiting Sebastopol, 
Balaklava and the other famous battle 
ecenos. The parties were separate, but 
it Is probable that they started within 
12 hours of each other aud, according to 
the schedule of these excursions, they 
would have reached the Strait of 
Kertch Saturday morning, thence to go 
by steamboat north to Bardiaask, .where 
they would take a train back to Odessa. 


It is said that the leader of one of 


these pai-ties had proposed a trip a short 
distance north from Temrink, into the 
laud of tho Black Cossacks. If his 
party branched off that way they have 
unquestionably perished, for tho hurri- 
cane ravaged almost the entire east 
•horo of the Sea of Azov. 


Everybody is praying that some lucky 


ohance delayed the excursionists, so that 
they could not reach their embarking 
port on time. 


The wind was sfirst felt at Nogaisk. 


Nogaiak is peopled mostly by fishermen, 
who were nut ou tho water. When the 
hurricane had swept out to the north a 
terrible 
scene 
was presented. The 


village was razed—overturned—as if an 
Immense plow had been pushed through 
it. Lying everywhere were women and 
children, dead or in the last agonies, 
"he shallow waters of the Sea of Azov 


ate lashed to such a height that it was 
inin that every fishing boat must have 


been sunk. 


The cyclone swept on to the north- 


east after wrecking Nogaisk. Its path 
aeums to have been unusually wide, for 
at Marinopol it devastated the- country 
to a point 11 miles inland, aud had its 
outer edge far upon tho sea. Marinopol 
was practically blotted out of existence. 
Nob three houses in a hundred are left 
standing. It is estimated that over 200 
persons perished in this town alone. 


North of ilarinopol the storm seems to 


have made a sudden turn to the east- 
ward, over polga points, its left edge 
iuflioting slight damage to the town of 
Berdimsk. Houses there were unroofed 
and a dozens persons wero killed by 
falling timbers. 


Once at sea tho storm made its fury 


felt. Of tho steamers that touch at the 
port of Berdimsk not one had oomo in 
at the hour of tho latest report. Grave 
fears are expressed that ovory craft iu 
the sea has gone to the bottom and that 
every passenger is drowned. 


"When the wind swept over the north- 


ern end of Azov it took a new course, 
going southerly along the coast of tho 
land of the Black Cossacks. In turn 
Eisfc and Achuev were ravaged, each 
town being almost totally destroyed. 
Telegraphic communication with this 
district is suspended, and it is impossible 
bo learn the extent of the destruction, 
but at least 1,000 persons must havo 
died ou the two shores. 


The storm, os nearly as can be learned, 


ieorned to suddenly lose its force neat: 
Tenirmk, and passed off with compara- 
tive quiet southerly over the Black sea.

president and general manager of the 
Lake Slioro and Michigan Southern 
Railroad company, diodatYonngstown, 
O., at 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
of apoplexy. Mr. Newell wan at Ktts- 
burg Satordtvy, and he was on his way 
from that otty to Cair.bridgeboro, Pa., 
for a i'ow days rest, when he was toiken 
ill. 
When his special car reached 


Yonngstown he was too ill to proceed 
farther. 
A physician was called, and 


he was removed to a hotel. He WHS 
then seized with apoplexy, his left sido 
being paralyzed. 


Physicians were summoned from this 
city and Pittsburg, but they could do 
nothing for him. His daughter, Mrs. 
James B. Gariield of Mentor, was 
called by telegraph, and sho reached her 
father's bedside at noon, with her 
brother, John E. Newell of Cleveland. 
He was still conscious at that time, but 
could not sneak. Death came painless- 
ly two and a half hours later. Mrs. 
Newell and another daughter are now 
on their way from Northampton, Mass., 
and Mr. NewelPs son, A. B. Newell, 
superintendent of the western division 
of the Lake Shore road, has been sum- 
moned from New York. 


No arrangements for the funeral have 


yet been made. 
The body will be 


brought to Cleveland on a special train 
and will be. met here by Mrs. Newell 
and the ol;her members of the family, 
after which it will b« taken to Chicago, 
in which city the funeral will be held. 


Mr. Newell was 64 years of age. He 
entered tho "railway service in 1840 as a 
rodnian, ami was afterward assistant 
engineer of the Ceutnd Vermont rail- 
road. In 1851 IIQ worked on tho exten- 
sion of the Cliamplain and St. Law- 
veuce railroad, and in 1853 and 1853 he 
surveyed the routes of railroads from 


: Louisville to Cincinnati and from Sara- 
toga to Sacl-etts Harbor, N. Y. In 1855 
he was engineer of the old Cairo City 
railroad, and from 1850 to 1865 engineer 
of maintenance of way of the Illinois 
Central railroad. 


From 1885 to 1808 h« was president of 


the Cleveland und. Toledo railroad, now 
a part 
of 
tho 
Lklw Shore, aud 


during the next succeeding year, engi- 
neer and superintendent of the New 
York Central, From IMS to 1871 ho 


j was vice president of the Illinois Cen- 


tral and for three years after that presi- 
dent of tho same road. In 1875 he be- 
came general manager of the Lake 
Shore, and since 1883 he has been both 
president and general manager of the 
same road. At the time of Ins death he 
was also president of the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie und Toledo and Ohio North- 
ern railroads. 


Mr. Newell was an indefatigable 
worker, and it is doubtful If there was 
another railroad man in the country 
who had so r£rcat a capacity for work as 
he. He was a strict disciplinarian, und 
it was his uiiu to make the Lake Shore, 
in its service and equipment, tha best 
railroad iu the country, 


An official of tho Lake Shore' said 


yesterday that while Mr. Newell was in 
Cleveland Friday, he did in six hours' 
work what it would have taken Jail 
ordinary man two weeks to perform."

Japan and report for duty. You are forbidden 
o organize military companies, purchase am-

\luchartibindinff in neutral countries. Yon 
<re requested to be very careful and upriKht 
n your dally Intercourse v 1th tho Chinese res- 
uents of this country, thus upholding tho 
aws of pablio peace aud good order. 


1 A Brave and Busy Life. 


When the Nicaragua canal shall be a 


fixed fact and its history comes to be 
written, no ono man will figure in tho 
story so prominently as the late General 
)aniel JIacanlay. To no one man will 
ts success be so greatly owing as to 
lim. At least so-far back as 1877—per- 
laps longer—it was his glorious day 
dream. T.hat he died at Managua, tho 
apital of Nicaragua, of tho fever of the 
ountry—that, too, before he had seer; 
he realization of his fond hope—ib ono 
f the strange turns f ato serves mortals. 
General Daniel Macanlay was a 
rother of the famous actor, Barney 
lacanlay, and resembled him strongly. 
le lived iu Indianapolis many years, 
and, thongh most persons called him 
Jeueral Dan Macanlay, to the people of 
ndianapolis he will always be known 
s Mayor Dan Macaulay. He was as 
rave as he was great hearted, and ho 
and his brigade did some desperate 
fighting during tha civil war. 


In tho winter of 1878 he was be- 


fore congress trying to induce it tt 
take up the Nicaragua canal and fur- 
ther tho enterprise at least by its ap- 
proval and an official charter. He has 
worked for its interests ever since, 
through good and ill. At tho time of 
his death ho was tho resident represent- 
ative of the Canal company in Nica- I 
ragu% The saddest part of it all is that 
he did not live to seo the canal com- 
pleted. 


Never in tho history of America has 


the wheat market manifested 
such 


strange conditions as it has done this 
August. The fact that it sold far below 
corn per bushel waq unprecedented, bnt 
that fact is known, and wo are some- 
what used to it. Bnt the other fact of 
wheat's being so much cheaper than 
other cereals that it has been used to 
adulterate them is not so well known. 
At one time this summer oats wero 62 
cents a bushel, while wheat was in tho 
neighborhood of 50 cents, at times be- 
low. Then the manufacturers of oat- 
meal breakfast preparations began to 
adulterate them with wheat. Buckwheat 
flour was also cheapened in the same 
way. The manufacturers bought their 
material at wheat prices and sold it 
when mixed at oats and buckwheat 
prices. Tho consumer got a wholesome 
substitute, which is more than a con- 
sumer usually gets, but he did not get 
what he thought ho did or what ho 
paid for. The manufacturer meanwhile 
turned a penny which ho perhaps looked 
on as honest.

One would scarcely expect that tho 


British would discriminate against their 
own fellow countrymen at home in fa- 
vor of American farmers and food sK 
pers, yet such is tho case. American 
dressed meats, wheat, clioeso and butter 
cau bo shipped from New York ami Bos- 
ton and put on the London market at 
lower rates tlitin similar goods cau ho 
sent to tho metropolis from districts a 
hundred nnl«, away.- British farmers 
find this nn added burden to those they 
already bear, and they ato grumbling 
accordingly. They have formed tho Ag- 
ricultural union, and ono of its objects 
is to get parliament to interfere to pre- 
vent tho laihoad companies from work- 
ing against tho British farmer whilo 
thoy favor the American one, both in 
tho United Spates nud Canada. 


American food products go to Eng- 


land in SUM immense cruaiitities that 
they can be handled by the boatload and 
tho carload, while tho British agricul- 
ttniat sends, his beef and cheobe to mar- 
ket in small packages. Tho same trouble 
exists in mir own country, whoro freight 
is sometimes conveyed a. thousand miles 
for less money than the same thing 
could bo carried 50 miles to some way 
station. The transportation companies 
of Groat Britain mako more out of the 
American trade in food products than 
they do out of Hie liomo trade—hence 
they care littlo what becomes of that 
But whether parliament will arbitrarily 
fix railway freight rates satisfactory to 
tho British iarmcr remains to be seen.

It consists 
in' first tailing a layer of the body 
forming material in a mold, one in 
ner vertical wall of .which ie formec 
by a vertically movable elide.

er this the process is continued by 
removing the slide and tamping a 
layer of the facing material in ths 
space made by the lower end of the 
slide, then replacing the latter with 
its lower end resting on the tampec 
facing layer—tamping now the sec- 
ond body forming layer and again 
removing ilia elide and tamping the 
second facing layer. The formation 
of the body and facing material ia 
continued iii this manner by succes- 
sive steps until the face block of the 
desired thickness is an accomplished 
fact. In this way there is produced 
a material of cheap substances and a 
facing of bei;ter quality, showing an;* 
kind of finish desired, the two being 
united whilo in a plastic condition 
into a homogeneous block.—New 
York Sun
